Mr Eves - Motion - That the Legislative Assembly of Ontario recognizes that 
the period allotted for members’ statements was intended for private members 
and not for statements announcing government initiatives, legislation, policies 
or proclamations and that any such announcements should be made during the 
time allotted for ministerial statements and therefore this House resolves that 
the Standing Orders of the Legislative Assembly be amended as follows: 


Standing Order 30 be amended by adding thereto the following clause: 


(d)No member shall make a statement announcing any government initiative, 
legislation, policy or proclamation. November 27, 1990. 


Mrs Cunningham - Resolution - That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
the need for a highly skilled workforce to maintain Ontario’s economic 
competitiveness, and the need to provide broader economic and educational 
opportunities for women in society, the Government of Ontario should establish 
a Women In Science and Engineering (WISE) scholarship fund, and provide start 
up funding, and invite private sector participation in the program, in order to 
encourage the study of engineering and applied science by women.

result in a significant loss of employment and dislocation of individuals and 
families in the community, and that there is no significant cost-saving in closing 
down the base; therefore, the government of Ontario should urge the government 
of Canada to immediately reconsider its decision. December 10, 1990.

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Mr Cousens - Resolution - That, in the opinion of this House, since each of 
the four major sulphur dioxide sources in Ontario reported in November 1989 
to the Standing Committee on General Government that they would meet or 
surpass the emission reductions required for 1994 by the Countdown Acid Rain 
Program, and since the Committee subsequently recommended that the Ministry 
of the Environment should "vigorously" plan for the post-1994 stage of acid gas 
emission control with respect to the four major emittors, and since the four major 
emittors only account for 80 per cent of Ontario’s sulphur dioxide emissions; 
therefore, the Ontario Government’s "Countdown Acid Rain Program" should be 
extended beyond 1994 and expanded to include the other 20 per cent of emittors, 
and this Government should introduce new regulations under the Environmental 
Protection Act that will: 


1) establish specific emission limits and schedules for each of the four major 
acid gas emission sources (Ontario Hydro, Inco Ltd., Falconbridge and 
Algoma Steel) for the period 1995-2005; and

Mrs McLeod - Enquiry of the Ministry - The Minister of Community and Social 
Services may know of a problematic policy regarding "Do Not Resuscitate" 
orders for seriously-ill residents which may apply in an Ontario’s Home for the 
Aged. At least one Ontario Home for the Aged invites families to authorize "Do 
Not Resuscitate" orders for mentally-incompetent seriously ill residents. A family 
asking for ordinary bed-side resuscitative measures but no "heroics" is advised 
of a policy allowing for only two "black-and-white" options: first, no attempt 
at all to resuscitate; or second, a course which potentially invokes the full gaunt 
of highly technological life support measures including transfer by ambulance to 
a general hospital Intensive Care unit. Many families do not want such elaborate 
measures but may be reluctant to authorize no attempt at all to maintain life.

the Standing Orders of the Legislative Assembly be amended as follows: 


Standing Order 30 be amended by adding thereto the following clause: 


(d)No member shall make a statement announcing any government initiative, 
legislation, policy or proclamation. November 27, 1990.
